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JP 6033994 shows a disc-shaped coupling 20 secured to an output shaft 1 1 of a motor 10 and an end 
face of a worm gear 30 opposed to the coupling 20. The coupling 20 is provided with a protrusion 22 at part 
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the coupling 20 abuts the opposile side face of the protrusion 3 1 on the worm gear 30. 
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
